- But, let this Overſight in Politicks be no 
Reproach to his Memory ; fince the Conſequences 
of it have fortunately remedied the more fatal Ef- 
ſects of his Errours ; by ftrengthening the Liberties 
of a Nation, who, under the Conduct of the im- 
mortal King William the Third, proved the Sup- 
port of our almoſt fallen Liberties.
